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The school district indebted-
ness has been gradually lessened
the past five years without sa-
loons.

No citizen who has the best in-
terest of the city at heart can af-
ford to vote in favor of the open
saloon.

The state board now has an
opportunity to prove itsell true
to the people in assessing rail-
road property.

The claim that the law is not
enforced against the illegal sale
of whiskey does not justify any
one in voting to place the bottle
to his neighbor’s lips.

With all property assessed at
its true value there should be
ample funds for all legitimate
expenses of the city without re-
sorting to license for revenue.

Next Tuesday will settle the
question of saloon license for an-
other year in Broken Bow. Let
every man regardless of his pre-
ference of candidates vote against
license.

Broken Bow has built up a
favorable reputation for its
sobriety and annually it is add-
ing to its population men of tem-
perance views who come here to
educate their children. We can
got afford to drive this class of
people from our midst for a few
paltry dollars that a saloon may
bring into the treasury.

There are two important issues
to be observed in the city elec~
tion that every voter should ob-
serve in casting his vote. One is
that the candidate has the busi-
ness ability and disposition to
conduct the affairs of the city for
the best interests of all, and sec~
ond that he will carry out the
will of the majority on the ques-
tion of license.

E. Rosewater in his suit last
year against the state board to
compell them to raise the asses-
sed valuation of railroad prop-
erty in this state produced evi-
dence that the railroads of Ne-
braska was worth $50,000 per
mile. The supreme court did
not order an increase in the as-
sessed valvation because all other
property was assessed below its
true value. This year that con-
dition does not exist. Let every
dollar's worth of property in the
state be assessed at its full value
and the levies reduced accord-

ingly.

The deceased lived on his
homestead until last Spring with
his son C. G. Empfield and was
postmaster at this place for many
rears and was always courteous
and obliging to the patrons of
the office. Having endeared
himself to each and all and hav-
ing the love and respect of the
entire community for his faith-
full service. He and his com-
panion and youngest daughter
moved last spring to the home of
his son McLee Empfield and the
postoffice was moved there too.
He was a well posted man, a
greal reader, a pleasant and enter-

taining  conversationalist and
wossessed a wonderfull memory,
le has been an anvalid many

vears and largely confined to his
home but has been able to cast
his vote on election day for the
principles of Government that he
so honestly and conscientiously
believed was right,

The funeral services was con-
ducted by Rev. I.. L. Epley of
the I, B. church at Broken Bow
choosing as a text the 116 Psalm
and 15 verse. *‘Precious in the
sight of the Lord is the death of
His Saints.”
